Succeſs from the indefatigable Labours 
and Zealoftheſe Two Miſſionaries, and 
of Three others, {Two whereof were 
bred at the fame Univerſity) that 
have been ſince ſent to afhſt them, 
as appears by their Letters which have 
been printed here, intituled, The Pro. 
pagation of the Goſpel in the Faſt : Part 
J, II. printed by Mr, Downing, in 
- 1709, and 1710. And 
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And whereas it is too plain from the 
Letters of theſe Miſſionaries, that the 
Support they have hitherto had, has 
been much too ſmall for ſo great an Un- 
dertaking, and that the ſaid Miſhonaries 
labour under very great Difficulties for 
want of a Printing-Preſs , it is there 
fore propoſed by the Reverend Mr. 
Boehm, late Chaplain to His Rot. 
HIGHNESSS PRINCE GEORGE, 
and by ſeveral other Pious and Cha- 
ritably diſpoſed Perſons, That ſome 
Thouſand Copies of the New-Teſta- 
ment {hall be. printed in Portugueſe, 

i (being a Language commonly un- 
derſtood in the Eaſt-Indies in a neat 
Elæivir Character, and be diſtribu- 
ted among the Malabarians, Chineſes, 
and other Nations in thoſe Parts, 
which, through the Bleſſing of God, 
(tis hop'd) will very much tend to 
promote the true Chriſtian Religion 
among thoſe ignorant and idolatrous 
people. . Befides which, it is alſo pro- 
pos*d, that the ſaid Miſſionaries may
